The letters were transmitted by the 
U.S. ambassadors in Tel Aviv and Cairo. A Begin 
aide hinted that Sadat’s response was favourable. 
Begin reported on the invitation to the Knesset

Sadat said yesterday that his 
proposed trip to Israel is “a holy 
job" and that he will be ready to 
make it as soon as possible after 
receiving the official invitation. 

But he emphasized he will be 
speaking for Egypt only and not for 
other Arabs when he addresses the 
Knesset, and the aim of the visit will 
be to explain his views and not to 
negotiate any agreement. 

He told a 14-member delegation 
from the U.S. House of Represen- 
tatives he views the visit as part of 
preparations for a reconvened Arab- 
Israeli peace conference at Geneva. 

Sadat said, “We must do the im- 
possible to break the vicious circle in 
which Arabs and Israelis have been 
moving for 30 years. This 1 b for the 
sake of our future generations. 
Hence the holiness of the mission. If 
il do not try to break this vicious cir- 
cle, God will bring me to account, 
and so will future generations." 

Asked whether he would fear for 
his persona] safety in Israel, Sadat 
snapped. “Never." 

Sadat spoke in reply to a question 
by the delegation head. House ma- 
jority leader James Wright, who 1 
said the proposed visit "may be a 
long-awaited breakthrough" 
towards Middle East peace. 

Explaining the aim of the visit. 
Sadat said, "For me the Arab-Israell 
conflict consists of 70 per cent psy- 
chological problems and 30 per cent 
substance. Let us overcome the psy- 
chological problems and go to the 
substance. For that I am going to the 
Knesset and if need be I shall open a 
discussion with its 120 deputies to 
give them the real facts in the area 
here — the other point of view — so 
that they can decide for themselves. 

"I consider my visit to the Knesset 
part of the preparations for 
Geneva," the president said, 
reiterating his insistence that the 
Palestine . Liberation . Organization 
be represented i.:-' Lad xhki tht 
negotiations should lend to establish- 
ment of a Palestinian state on the 
West Bank and in Gaza. 

Pravda said yesterday that 
Israel’s proposal to invite Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat for peace 
talks was designed to divide the 
Arab camp. 

The Communist Party daily said, 
"Despite many unclear points in the 
current Egyptian-Israeli dialogue, 
one can discern in It the attempts ot 
Tel Aviv and the forces behind It to 
urge Egypt onto the road of separate 
negotiations and deals with Israel." 
The "forces behind” Israel ap- 


parently was a reference to the U.S. 

The Pravda statement signalled 
Soviet concern that Egypt may 
decide to go ahead with a new round 
of negotiations over Sinai if current 
efforts to reconvene the Geneva Mid- 
dle East peace talks fail. 

Pravda said the semi-official 
Egyptian press gave the impression 
Sadat was not serious but made his 
proposal out of exasperation with 
continued Israeli objection to a 
reconvened Geneva with Palestinian 
participation, a basic Arab demand.

The Americans, stunned by 
Sadat’s apparent decision to go to 
Jerusalem, possibly ss soon as next 
week, were not Informed in advance 
by the Egyptian leader of his 
willingness to make such a dramatic 
gesture. Although pleased by the 
move, the Americans are trying to 
make certain that the U.S. Initiative 
aimed at achieving an overall settle- 
ment at Geneva is not derailed by 
separate Israeli-Egyptian 
negotiations.

WASHINGTON (APi. — Police and 
competing forces of demonstrators 
clashed violently as the Shah and 
Empress of Iran arrived at the White 
House yesterday and tear gas waited 
onto the lawn of the executive man- 
sion during welcoming ceremonies 
by President Carter. 

At least four police officers and 
eight other persona were hurt as pro- 
and antJ-Shah forces rushed one 
another Just as the Shah was arriv- 
ing for his two-day state visit. 

Mounted police charged into the 
crowds, on the Ellipse Just south of 
the White House, and forced them 
back toward the Washington Monu- 
ment. using sticks and tear gas. 

Fighting between hooded 
protestors, mostly Iranian students, 
and supporters of the Shah continued 
in some areas of the monument 
grounds even After the Ellipse was 
cleared. 


Carter proceeded with the 
ceremonies on schedule. Both he and 
the Shah dabbed their eyes, ap- 
parently irritated by the tear gas 
that drifted even into White House 
offices and those of the Treasury 
Department, two blocks away. 

Police gave no official estimates, 
but It was clear that the 
demonstrators on both sides 
numbered well into the thousands. 

Order appeared restored, except 
for a few isolated fistfights well 
away from the White House, within 
30 minutes of the initial clash. 

The eruption on the Ellipse, oc- 
curred almost precisely the instant 
that the Shah was scheduled to greet 
the President after landing via 
helicopter nearby. The 
demonstrators threw rocks, cinder 
blocks, and wood from an unattend- 
ed pile of lumber at the police. At 
that point, the mounted officers 
charged into the demonstrators.

The State Department yesterday 
said that U.S. Ambassador Samuel 
Lewis received such an invitation 
from Begin in Jerusalem and was 
relaying it to U.S. Ambassador Her- 
man Eilts in Cairo for transmission 
to Sadat. 

The Americans are now waiting to 
see what develops In Damascus to- 
day during Sadat’s scheduled round 
of talks with Syrian President Assad. 

Analysts here believe that Sadat 
was. in part, motivated to take the 
initiative in visiting Jerusalem by 
his anger over the Syrian delay in 
responding to a set of procedures 
worked out by Israel and the U.S. for 
reconvening the Geneva conference. 
Egypt has accepted the procedures 
in principle and is said to be upset 
that the Syrians are still trying to 
dictate their own terms to Egypt. 

It is believed here that Sadat may 
try to buck out of the Jerusalem visit 
if Assad informs him today that 
Syria trill go to the Geneva con - 
ferevee on the basis of the U.S.- 
Isracli "working paper . " 

Under such circumstances, Sadat 
could explain that he trill be meeting 
trith the Israeli leadership in Geneva . 
and that there 10 ns, therefore, no 
need to go tn Jerusalem. 

But clearly such an excuse would 
damage Sadat's reputation in 
American public opinion, which has 
been captivated by the possibility 
that an Egyptian head of state might 
address the Knesset. The Sadat 
statement on CBS Monday evening 
was a banner headline in nearly 
every U.S. newspaper. 

Israeli officials here and U.S. 
Jewish lenders are still pinching 
themselves over the Sadat an- 
nouncement. 

The U.S. spokesman told reporters 
that the U.S. believes an exchange 
between Sncfnl and Begin would be 
“helpful in the continuing efforts by 
all the parties to the conflict to 
reconvene that conference as soon as 
possible." He said that the Begin in- 
vitation to Sadat was being relayed 
by the U.S. “with the greatest of 
pleasure." 

He also said that Vance has not 
been in direct contact with either 
Begin or Sadat, although the U.S. 
ambassadors there have com- 
municated with the respective 
leaders. 

Egypt Informed the U.S. during 
this exchange, the spokesman said, 
that n Sadat visit to Jerusalem would 
not be a substitute for reconvening 
the Geneva conference, end that 
Egypt had no intention of moving 
away from the Geneva framework.

Tunis, the spokesman said that the 
U.S. welcomed the "flexible stance" 
taken there.

Yehtcl Kadishai, head 
of the Prime Minister's Bureau, 
hinted that the response was 
favourable. It was also learned that 
the invitation was for Sadnt to come 
on or after November 24. 

The Prime Minister opened by giv- 
ing his own brief tribute to Ben- 
Gurion. He said he had purposely 
asked the KnesseL presidium to 
schedule this political discussion 
yesterday, far Ben-Gurion was the 
first of Israel's prime ministers to 
propose to the Arab leaders that they 
meet with Israel's lenders to discuss 
peace. Begin said he was only acting 
according to the precedent set by 
Ben-Gurion and followed by all his 
successors: Moshe Share tt, Levi 
Eshkol, Golda Meir and Yitzhak 
Rabin. 

The Prime Minister was replying 
to six separate urgent motions for 
the agenda submitted by Kalman 
Kahana (Poalei Agudat Yisraeli, 
Aklva Nof (Democratic Movement 
for Change), former foreign 
minister Yigal Alton 1 Alignment - 
Labourl, Arye Eliav 1 Shell!) .

In Washington last night, Israel 
Ambassador Slxncha Dinltz handed 
Secretary of State Cyras Vance a 
personal message from Premier 
Begin to President Carter . The 
message, it was learned, was intend- 
ed to update the President on recent 
developments regarding a possible 
visit to Jerusalem by President 
Sadat of Egypt, and other Middle 
East developments. 

He went on to discuss a procedural 
question Involving the Knesset itself. 

If Sadat accepts the invitation, he 
' said, the House Coni, nit lee will be 
asked to resolve that "the president 
of Egypt will be permitted to speak 
from the Knesset podium." 

The Knesset, he noted, had a 
“general principle" according to 
which only MKs and cabinet Minis- 
ters could speak from the podium. Three 
foreigners had been granted the 
privilege: Malawi President 
Kamuzu Banda on May 27, 1958; UN 
General Assembly president Angle 
Brooks on April 6. 1970; and Costa 
Rican President Daniel Oduber on 
March 30, 1976. However, on those 
occasions only "greetings" had been 
involved, and the House Committee 
resolution under which they were in- 
vited to the podium explicitly limited 
the nature of their remarks accor- 
dingly. When Sadat comes, Begin 
said, there should be no limitations 
on what he is permitted to say. What 
is more, as Sadat has expressed a 
desire to meet all the MKs, the 
government agrees that all the 
Knesset factions, “without excep- 
tion." shall be permitted to Invite the 
Egyptian president to meet with 
them. Since Egypt is Israel's biggest 
and most powerful neighbour. Begin 
said, it was “only natural" that its 
leader should be the first of our 
neighbouring heads of state to come 
here. However, the government Is 
also ready to welcome Syria's Presi- 
dent Hates cl- Assad, Jordan’s King 
Hussein, and Lebanon's President 
Ellas Sarkis.

Workers at Ben-Gurion International Airport have 
taken the red carpet out of storage for cleaning, and 
Jerusalem's traditional flag-maker Is already working 
overtime sewing red-white-and-black banners. They 
don't want to be caught unprepared if and when Egyptian 
President Anwar Sadat comes to Israel. 

The possibility of such a trip aroused a wave of betting 
in Jerusalem yesterday on whether Sadat would arrive, 
speculation on his itinerary and the requirements of 
protocol, and offers of free gifts from businessmen in- 
spired either by hopes for publicity or genuine good 
feelings. The offers include accommodation in five-star 
hotels, Egyptian-stylc cuisine and a houseful of fuxruture- 
A Foreign Ministry source told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday that there have been as yet no official meetings 
to prepare contingency plans for a Sadat visit. "But 
everyone around here Is toying with the idea and making 
suggestions," he said. "If he does come, it is certain that 
we will have a lot to do," 

Veteran Jerusalem flag-maker Yitzhak Berman, who 
prepared thousands of the Stars and Stripes for Richard 
Nixon's 1974 visit, has not yet received an order from the 
ministry for copies of the Egyptian flag. But he is work- 
ing overtime sewing the flags without waiting for an of- 
ficial request. 

"If he comes and the ministry orders them, then fine 
and good." said Berman. If not. nothing will be lost 
because Ihey'jJ be snapped up by collectors. 

Berman, a long-time Herut supporter, said he could 
produce 1.000 flags within a week "and at a considerable 
discount — anything to help Menahem Begin bring 
peace." 

Abie Nathan, who flew three times to Egypt In abortive 


and unsanctioned attempts to start a peace process, 
asserted that "since we were the first Israelis .to sail 
through the Sues Canal (he did so in January as a peace 
gesture), we are entitled to a role in Sadat’s visit.'’ He 
wants to bring Sadat here on his “Peace Ship." 

Ben-Curt an Airport will be ready to receive Sadat with 
red -carpet honours and top security if necessary, said 
Ezra Balias, the airport's manager. Everything can be 
prepared within two days; but there may be some 
problem, he said, in obtaining sheet music of the Egyp- 
tian anthem, which has never been played here. 

• At the Government Press Office arrangements were 
being made yesterday to set up press communications 
centres for what will surely be the biggest number of 
journalists ever to cover a Jerusalem event Foreign cor- 
respondents said they were expecting reinforcements 
from their home offices in the coming tew days. 

Meanwhile, two of the capital’s three largest hotels — 
the King David and the Plaza — are already vying for the 
honour of hosting Sadat. The King David, which was once 
run by the same company that managed the Sbepheard's 
Hotel in Cairo (It burned down in 1951), claims 
precedence because of its successful accommodation of 
Nixon and former Secretary of State Henry Kissinger. 
The Plaza has offered Its Royal Suite. Taking a more con- 
servative line, a spokesman for the Jerusalem Hilton said 
the hotel will be gratified to offer its facilities If it la ap- 
proached. 

In the same spirit as the American-Chinese table tennis 
games during the Nixon era, local soccer fans sent a 
telegram to Education Minister Zevulun Hammer, ask- 
ing him to invite the Egyptian national team for a game 
in Jerusalem with Israel soccer stars. The Israel Football 
Association asked the Prime Minister to convey an of- 
ficial invitation to the Egyptian team.

Weddings, driving lessons cheaper

The State Revenue Administration 
announced yesterday that bar mltz- 
vas. weddings, and other parties held 
in public hails will no longer be sub- 
ject to the 25 per cent purchase tax 
on services. 

Also abolished is the IL37 purchase 
tax on driving lessons. 

A new driver has to take between 
20 and 40 lessons before he can pass 


his driving test. Older people and 
some professionals — who, accor- 
ding to one driving Instructor, often 
have their minds on Uielr work 
rather than on the brakes or 
gearshifts (not to mention road- 
signs ) — sometimes have to take 
even more lessons. 

In addition to the lower tax burden 
on parties and driving lessons, the 
purchase tax on the rental and in- 
surance of computers has also heen 
reduced, from 45 to SB per cent.

Clampdown on 
commercial-vehicle 
tax deductions 

From December 1. small vehicles 
— with or without side windows — 
will not be recognized as commer- 
cial vehicles for the purpose of tax 
deductions. 

The spokesman for the State 
Revenue Administration said from 
now on only pickup trucks with 
separate cabins will be recognized 
as commercial vehicles for tax pur- 
poses. Tax requirements will be 
calculated separately for the periods 
before and after December 1. 

The maximum deductible ex- 
penses for recognized commercial 
vehicles will go up when the change 
is effected: for the Flat — about 
IL8.500; Passat — IL12.500; 
Chevrolet — IL22.500. 

The new regulations, passed by the 
Knesset Finance Committee, are 
designed to prevent private car- 
owners from taking advantage of tax 
benefits for commercial vehicles.

The relations between Gur and the 
defence ministry have been strained 
since the Likud assumed leadership 
in the Government. Weizman has 
been determined to limit the role of 
the chief of staff to soldiering and to 
remove him from the realm of 
politics. 

Since the Likud take-over, neither 
Gur nor any other officer has 
appeared before the cabinet, a 
change from previous practice. Ten- 
sion between the two men was 
pointed up last June in differences of 
opinion on cuts in the defence 
budget. There have been murmurs 
recently that Gur may be asked to 
resign in December, Instead of in 
May, when his three-year term of of- 
fice terminates. 

Defence sources told Z*he Post that 
every word of what Gur said was 
relevant, and that his comments 
were vitally Important.

But more important, these sources 
noted reports in the world press — 
most recently in the American 
"Armed Forces Journal" — that 
Egypt has just launched a two-year, 
36b. modernization programme to 
totally upgrade the country's often 
sive capability. The agreement will 
provide Egypt with an aircraft fac- 
tory built by Britain, producing 139 
of the 200 Alpha jets being purchased 
from England. The publication said 
that the programme will give Egypt 
a missile factory with the British 
Aircraft Carp., providing 22,000 
Swingflre anti-tank missiles 
mounted on new Landrover rough- 
terrain vehicles, and which will es- 
tablish an advanced maintenance 
facility for Egypt's armoured 
vehicles. 

In addition, according to foreign 
publications, Egypt win also be get- 
ting 76 French-built fighters from 
Saudi Arabia (MIrage-lll-E’s and 
Mirage <F-1 fighters) while Egypt’s 
200 Mig-zi fighters will be complete- 
ly pverhalflefffhnd upgraded 
Rolls-Royce and British Aerospace. 
Egypt is also expected to sign a con- 
tract this month for 406 Lynx 
helicopters, while the Egyptian fleet 
is to be modernized by Bosper- 
Thomeycralt. 

The "Armed Forces Journal" said 
ad of Egypt's T-55 Soviet-built tanks 
will be refurbished try England, and 
new equipment will Include night 
sights, new fire-control and suspen- 
sion systems and updated electrical 
components. 

These are but a few of Egypt’s re- 
cent steps to update its forces, 
sources painted out. and when coupl- 
ed with the facts mentioned by the 
chief of staff, undoubtedly cause 
grave concern among Israel's 
military. 

Gur’s current status as a result of 
the Interview Is unclear. Despite an 
expected reprimand from the 
defence minister, it is thought that 
Gur will complete his tour of duty.

MOSCOW (UPI). — The finally of 
imprisoned dissident Anatoly 
Shcharansky has been summoned to 
a meeting with Soviet authorities in 
what could he the prelude tc Ids long- 
expected trial on charges of treason. 

Shcharansky has been in prison for 
eight months, awaiting some word 
on his fate. 

His brother, Boris, told fellow dis- 
sidents on Monday that he and his 
parents. Ida MEgrom and Leonid 
Shcharansky, were told to report to 
Moscow’s Lefortovo prison today. 

Dissidents said this probably 
means the authorities have com- 
pleted their investigation and will 
advise the family to retain a lawyer 
for Shcharansky. 

Shcharansky's fate has been un- 
clear since he was arrested on 
March 15, In an apparent crackdown 
on dissidents monitoring Soviet com- 
pliance with the Helsinki accords on 
human rights. 

The first public hint of charges 
against him was reported by the 
Toss news agency last month* when 
they labelled Mm a “betrayer of the 
motherland.” Tass called for the ex- 
ercise of the full extent of the law 
against collaboration with 
foreigners in anti-Soviet activity. 

The case of the 29-year-old com- 
puter expert has drawn marked 
attention In Washington. President . 
Carter has publicly denied that 
Shcharansky was linked to the dA 


— a charge carried in the Soviet 


At the Belgrade conference, the 
U.S. last week singled out 
Shcharansky and two other 
members of the monitoring group as 
victims of Soviet violations of human 
rights. 

The Belgrade conference is 
reviewing implementation of the 
1975 Helsinki accords. 

At least 12 members of the 
monitoring group have been 
arrested this year. Shcharansky was 
one of its founders- - 

In Leningrad yesterday. 30 dis- 
sidents demanded that the Soviet 
government immediately release 
Shcharansky from prison and begin 
an Inquiry into what they called il- 
legal interrogations connected with 
the case. 

In a letter addressed to the Soviet 
presidium, they demanded an Im- 
mediate stop to interrogations in the 
case, the release of Shcharansky and 
permission for him to emigrate to 
Israel, 

The Leningrad dissidents said that 
Soviet officials interrogated many 
Jewish refuseniks from different 
cities in the Soviet Union In connec- 
tion with the Shcharansky ease. 

“In our opinion, Shcharansky's 
case la designed to make all 
refuseniks, hopeless — to frighten 
them and to cut them off from world 
public support." the dissidents said. 


Knesset pays tribute 
to David Ben-Gurion

Almost every school building in 
Jerusalem now has central heating, 
deputy mayor Yosef Gadish told The 
Jerusalem Pott yesterday. 
However, parents are advised to 
dress their children in sweaters 
since the heating is only turned on 
when the outside temperature is 16 
degrees or less. 

Asked about the children who are 
studying In a damp cellar in the Nit- 
zanim state religious school for 
retarded and brain-damaged 


children, Gadish said he was ready 
to give IL100.000 immediately for 
electric stoves, but the school had 
not approached him about this. At 
the moment kerosene stoves, which 
are considered dangerous, are being 
used In Nltzanlm's cellar. 

Gadish reiterated that a new 
school building could not be made 
available to Nltzanim until next 
June, but he would do everything he 
could to help with their fuel 
problems this winter. 


Unlicensed nurseries will be 
closed, Education Ministry warns 


Parents should not send their 
children to unlicensed private 
nursery schools, because they are 
likely to be closed during the school 
year, the Ministry of Education 
spokesman warned yesterday. 

A statement Issued by the 
spokesman's office reiterated that 
nursery schools which do not have 
the licence required by the Inspec- 
tion of Schools Law of 1969 were like- 
ly to be shut down in the course of the 
school year. About 70 closure orders 
will be executed in the near future. 

The ministry received 670 
applications this year for licences to 
run nursery schools, the statement 


said; of these 170 were granted. The 
remaining 500 private nurseries 
whose owners applied for licences 
failed to meet health, education or 
safety standards. 

Another 1.000 private nursery 
schools whose owners have not even 
applied for licences are under sur- 
veillance. 

The ministry also announced that 
the monthly fee in approved nursery 
schools is IL410 for those which meet 
the highest standards and IL352 for 
others. Among the requirements for 
charging IL410 are an enclosed 
playground adjacent to the 
.classroom and a certain teacher- 
pupil ratio. 


BAT YAM GETS TOUGH WITH ITS TAX EVADERS

BAT YAM. — A campaign to collect 
back taxes was launched here 
yesterday to bring IL30 million into 
the empty city coffers by December 
31. 

The municipality began to en- 
counter liquidity problems several 
months ago and had to borrow heavi- 
ly at high interest rates to pay the 1,- 
200 city employees their September 
and October salaries. ... 

Creditors have bqgiHfc Hutting" &e ; . 
squeeze i on the municipality, and - 
stfppUers.4»d contractor {ye. daily 
demanding pay for work, goods and 
services. 

The municipality spokesman told 
the press yesterday that It had decid- 
ed upon a series of “stringent 
measures” against tax dodgers, who 
over the years failed to pay city 
rates, various municipal levies, and 
even high school tuition fees. 

Additional tax collection teams 
will be employed, working 12-hour 
shifts. The municipality Intends to 
put a lien on the property of delin- 
quent taxpayers In the hope that this 
will get many citizens to settle their 
accounts. 

Persons who do not pay up may 
have their water disconnected as 
well. 

The municipal legal department is 
also preparing to sue many of the tax 
dodgers. 

The one-time 20 per cent fane on 
late tax payments will be replaced 
by monthly fines which will go up mi- 
til they constitute 50 per cent of the 
original debt. 

Tax offices in City Hall will be 
open longer hours. 


Mayor David Messika blames the 
administration of former mayor 
Yitzhak Walker for the city’s 
troubles. 

Walker was ousted after Messika 
bolted from his Likud faction in 
February and entered into an 
alliance with the Labour Alignment 
opposition. 

Commenting on Mesrika's charge.

Cousteau’s 
vessel to 
visit here

HAIFA. — Jacques Cousteau, the 
renowned French underwater expert 
and diving pioneer, will visit here 
this month during a voyage of his 
research vessel Calypso in the 
eastern Mediterranean. 

Cousteau, who is director of the 
aquarium and marine museum of 
Monaco, will lecture on pollution of 
the Mediterranean as guest of the 
Oceanographic and Limnological 
Research Institute at Tel Shikmona. 
He will also show a documentary 
film. 

The Calypso crew of scientists, 
headed by Cousteau, is conducting 
research on the contamination of the 
Mediterranean today and on how to 
counter it. Cousteau has said that the 
Mediterranean is "absolutely" one 
of the world's most polluted seas, but 
that “we have not reached the point 
of no return.” 

This subject was also the main 
purpose of exploration of Shikmona. 
the research vessel of the 
Oceanographic and Limnological 
Research Institute. The recently 
returned Shikmona crew In- 
vestigated the composition of the 
petroleum and oil contaminants In 

the top layers of water in the 
Mediterranean's eastern basin, 
between here and Rhodes. The crew 
also measured the amount of tar 
floating in the sea near the beaches. 

Israel is an active member of the 
research projects of the UN En- 
vironmental Programme, which 
cover the entire Mediterranean. In 
the eastern basin the Shikmona is 
the only research vessel engaged in 
this work, which will go on for two 
years.

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Court increases 
Abergil’s term 
to seven years 

The Supreme Court has in- 
creased to seven years the four-year 
aentence imposed on Jerusalem un- 
derworld figure Eliezer Abergil last 
year for extortion, drug-peddling 
and assault. 

It thus granted the stale's appeal 
against the sentence of the 
Jerusalem District Court, and re- 
jected a counter- appeal by Abergil. 
who wanted his conviction reversed. 

Abergil was convicted in 
September 1976 on six of II counts, 
and was given concurrent four-year 
sentences for each. Reviewing the 
case yesterday. Supreme Court 
Justice Halm Cohn noted that many 
of Abergil's neighbours in 
Jerusalem's low-income Musrara 
quarter had been afraid to testify at 
the trial or had given evidence very 
unwillingly, "as it they were staring 
a ghost In the face." 

Justice Cohn said the crimes for 
which Abergil was convicted were 
Just a "symptom" of his activities, 
and that the trial had shown that he 
had cast a pail of fear over the 
neighbourhood. There were today ail 
too many cases in which potential 
witnesses were afraid to testify lest 
thev become the object of revenge by 
criminals, he said. It was the courts' 
task to stand in the breach against 
this. 

The court would have set the 
sentence still higher — at the max- 
imum provided by law — he said, 
had it not taken Abergil's wife and

Jerusalem.

MOSCOW. — Somalia will hear the 
“full responsibility'' tor its decision 
this week to expel Soviet advisers 
and shut down ail Soviet military 
bases, a Soviet statement said 
yesterday. 

“The Soviet side has taken note of 
the above-mentioned actions of the 
Somali government, and the full 
responsibility rests with the Somali 
side," said the statement carried by 
the official news agency Tass. It said 
that the Soviet Union has decided to 
recall its advisers. 

OrTSuhday, the Somali state radio 
announced that along with ordering 
about 3,000 Soviet advisers out of the 
country within a week, it was ex- 
cluding the Soviets from all facilities 
“on land and sea." Also cancelled 
was a 1974 friendship treaty with 
Moscow. 


of thousands of chanting people in 
Mogadishu that his government 
believed a joint Cuban-Soviet attack 
on Somalia was imminent. He said 
the security of all countries border- 
ing on Ethiopia — Somalia, Kenya, 
Sudan and Djibouti — was threaten- 
ed. 


The crowd responded with 
“Russians go home" and "Cuba get 
out of the Horn of Africa." 

Animosity towards the Cubans and 
Russians, who have never been pop- 
ular in Somalia despite eight years 
of political and military influence, Is 
reported to be running high in the 
country. Two policemen have been 
assigned to each Soviet adviser to 
ensure his safety. 


Cuban military and civilian ad- 
visers also were expelled and all of 
them left Somalia yesterday. Earlier 
in the 'day, Cuban diplomats closed 
their embassy. 

Somali President Mohammed Siad 
Barre yesterday told a crowd of tens 


According to the Tass statement, 
"The Somali government took its ac- 
tion unilaterally and in conditions of 
what Is in fact a war it had unleashed 
against neighbouring Ethiopia." 

“Essentially, behind this action 
lies dissatisfaction because the 
Soviet Union did not support 
Somalia's territorial claims on a 


neighbouring state and refused to 
facilitate the stirring of fratricidal 
war in the Horn of Africa," Tass 
said. 

Somalia had enjoyed full Soviet 
backing for eight years foil owing the 
Russian-backed coup which brought 
.Slad Barre to power. But this year 
Moscow transferred Its allegiance to 
the young socialist government of 
Ethiopia, Somalia’s northern 
neighbour and its enemy in a bitter 
war over disputed territory around 
the Ogaden Desert. 

Soviet arms supplies to Somalia 
have stopped as the supply to 
Ethiopia Increased, and Somali 
anger has grown. Mogadishu is now 
expected to turn increasingly to 
western and Arab countries for arms 
to pursue its war against Ethiopia. 

The U.3., meanwhile, has applaud- 
ed Somalia for its decision. State 
Department spokesman Hod ding 
Carter said there would be no change 
in the Carter administration’s policy 
of refusing to provide arms to 
Somalia. 


Chemical stimulates plant 
growth, US, tests show 


EAST LANSING. Michigan 
(Reuter). — A chemical that 
stimulates crop growth and which 
coaid hold the key to world food 
production has been successfully 
tested in laboratory experiments 
here, a university horticulturist said 
yesterday. 

Dr. Stanley Rles, of Michigan 
State University, said that 10 crops 
treated with triacontanol, a natural 
. alcohol, hod yields averaging 12 per

Significantly Increased yields 
were reported in seven of the 10 
tested crops, including navy beans, 
asparagus, sweet corn, carrots, 
cucumbers, radishes, and tomatoes. 
In one test, asparagus yields in- 
creased 63 per cent, while in another 
experiment, rice plants grew in the 
dark. 

Dr. Ries applied the triacontanol 
to the crops in the form of "a spray, 
but he said another, better method 
might be found. Only small amounts 
of the chemical, which occurs 
naturally In plants but which con be 
produced synthetically, were used in 
the experiments. 

The chemical appears to alter the 
metabolism of plants, so as to 
stimulate growth, but exactly how 
this Is accomplished Is still not 
known, according to the hor- 
tlculturiest. 

In the tests, yields of navy beans 
were increased 3 to 10 per cent, 
cucumbers 6-19 per cent, tomatoes fi- 
30 per cent, sweet corn 11-24 per 
cent, carrots 11-21 per cent, and 
asparagus 34-63 per cent. 

Existence of triacontanol in plants 
was first discovered by a British 
scientist In 1933. Its growth- 
stimulating properties were first un- 
covered by Dr. Ries last March. 


Hare Krishna founder dies 


LOS ANGELES. — The founder and 
spiritual master of the Hare Krishna 
movement, the most visible of the 
new eastern religions in the U.S.. 
died on Monday in India, according 
to the sect’s U.S. headquarters here. 
A.C. Bhaktivedanta Swami 
Prahhupada, born Abhay Char an 
De, died of heart failure at age 82 in 
Vrindavana, about 80 km. east of 
New Delhi. 


The Hare Krishna movement, for- 
mally known as the International 
Society for Krishna Consciousness 
(ISKCON), was founded by the 
swami in late 1966 in New York. The 
sect's chanting and singing, saffron- 
robed devotees are well-known in the 
U.S. and other Western countries for 
their persistent solicitation of 
donations on busy streets and in air- 
ports. 


The sect has roots in the 16th- 
century Caitanya movement in Hin- 
duism, emphasizing celebration- 
oriented piety and adoration of a per- 
sonal god. 

But the growth to some ff,000 
devotees living in 46 U.S. Ashrams, 
or centres, and another 6,000 in other 
countries came only after the swami 
left India for the U.S. with just 360 
worth of rupees in his pocket in 1966. 

By 1968 the movement had bought 
a farm in West Virginia and evolved 
into a disciplined monastic com- 
munity. 

The Los Angeles temple's 
spokesman, Robert Grant, said the 
21 -mem her International governing 
board of ISKCON ■ will not im- 
mediately choose a successor. The 
position "is only awarded when a 
devotee achieves a certain stature," 
Grant said. 


Spain rushes 
warship to 
African coast 


MADRZD (Reuter). — A warship 
was steaming yesterday to the help 
of the Spanish fishing fleet off the 
coast of the Western Sahara follow- 
ing a mortar and machinegun attack 
on a trawler during which three 
fishermen were taken hostage. 

The attdWf- MJok placfe 34*k*»r off^ 
the coast of the former Spanish 
colony-on-Menday on what was a day 
of special mourning for the Algerian- 
hacked Folisario guerrillas fighting 
for the Independence of the mineral- 
rich territory. 

The Madrid agreement of 
November 14,. 1975, paved the way 
for Spain's cession of the Western 
Sahara to Morocco and Mauritania 
three months later. It was signed 
during the political panic Into which 
Gen. Franco’s last Illness plunged 
Spain. The dictator died six days 
later. About 20 left-wing parties and 
trade unions on Monday signed a 
document calling tor the immediate 
annulment of the 1975 agreement. 

No organization has yet claimed 
responsibility for the attack. 
Palisarlo Front representatives in 
Madrid said they had no information 
about It. 

The attack was staged by three 
frogmen who boarded the trawler 
from an unmarked high-speed 
launch. The hull, of the C&narlea- 
based trawler Sa& was riddled with 
more than 60 rounds of bullets, but it 
limped to safety and none of the 
remaining, crew were killed .of 
wounded. 

Madrid argues that its respon- 
sibilities in the Western Sahara end- 
ed on the day Its troops left In 
February 2976. But the threat to the 
Spanish trawler fleet puts Spain un- 
der new pressure to act. -

LONDON (AF) . — Dozens of Lon don 
firemen abandoned their day-old 
national strike for an hour early 
yesterday to help Inexperienced 
army firefighters put out a blaze In a 
hospital and rescue scores of 
helpless patients from smoke-filled 
wards. 

"The soldiers were doing their 
best, but they urare out of their 
depth," said Jim Rogers, a leader of 
the striking firemen in the East End. 
"People would have died if we hadn’t 
come in. Our hoys would have lynch- 
ed me if I’d tried to stop them 
fighting the fire." 

One squad of strikers donned 
breathing apparatus and made their 
way through the choking smoke to 
put out the fire in the basement of the 
490-bed St Andrew's Hospital.

Solomon Legesse, 28. was killed by 
“counter-revolutionaries" while on' 
his way home on Sunday night, Addis 
Ababa radio said. 

His death followed the purge. — ; 
and almost certain execution — of 
the Dergue's vice-chairman, 
Lieutenant-Colonel Atnafu Abate, 
for "counter-revolutionary crimes."

tn Gaza, there' is a constant 
behind-the-scenes argument over 
the exact number of refugees receiv- 
ing UNRWA rations. Some 300,000 
persons have been eligible over the 
years, says Ehronstrom. Today he 
relies on “a more reliable, up-to- 
date” ration eligibility list which 
contains about 200,000 names. The 
Israeli authorities believe that even 
this list contains names of in- 
dividuals who have left the area or 
died, leaving their rations as an in- 
heritance. 

Ehronstrom sees fundraising and 
UNRWA budgetary limitations as 
the organization's chief problems to- 
day. The single largest -contrl btrtor 
to the UNRWA bet Is the U.S. 
Government. Other funds come from 
various governments as well as from 
voluntary and intergovernmental 
organizations. During the last five 

years, UNRWA's rate of con- 
tributions baa not been able to keep 
up with inflation. The budget has in- 
creased from |50m. in 1971 to 3130m. 
this year, with no appreciable 
difference in the level erf services 
offered. Now conditions, have forced 
a cut in the refugee’s flour ration, 

HIT AM Mustapha Abu-Helri. one of 
the almost 80,000 refugees at Gaza’s 
beachside Sh&ti camp, comes to the 
Rlznal distribution centre each 
month to receive her family's allot- 
ment. She waits in line, hands a 
white plastic identity card to a 
checker who runs down a computer 
list, verifies the Information and 
punches a hole allowing her to pass 
to the distribution point. 

Each refugee, including as many 
children and grandchildren as 
budgets allow for, receive a ration 'of 
flour, about half a kilo of sugar per 
person, half a kilo of rice, about 850 
grams of butter-oil and a litre of 
kerosene in winter. 

The nutrition experts intended the 
diet to provide about 1,500 calories 
per day. They are well aware that 
tiie recipient receives no protein, 
fresh fruits or vegetables and expect 
the diet to be supplemented by the 
refugees. On doctor's orders, 
children and pregnant women are 
often given extra portions or hot 
meals at "Supplementary Feeding 
Centres." 

Ehronstrom admits that the dis- 
tribution system is 1 *not entirely free 
of forgery... And we know that some 
of the flour Is sold to the bakeries. 
We don't prohibit recipients from 
selling, if their need for the money is 
greater than their need for the flour. 

Of course, if we find that the flour is 
being sold on a wide-scale, merchant 
basis — then we act Immediately to 
stop it,” he says. 







THE CAMPS are overcrowded. Ad- 
ditions are built to additions of small 
one or two room houses built 25 years 
ago by UNRWA. Sewage runs down 
the centre of the streets. Roads are 
unpaved. Only Israeli Initiative 
brought electricity to the camps. Not 
even Gaza mayor Rashad Shawwa 
was willing to endanger his political 
position enough to annex the camp 
■ and provide Us residents with muni- 
cipal services, preferring to resign 
Instead. He has since been 
reinstated, but the camps have not 
been annexed to the municipality. 

When the Israel! authorities tried 
to improve garbage disposal, 
facilities — replacing the open, ce- 
ment casings built by UNRWA by 
more sanitary receptacles — they 
were censured by the UN for 
destroying UN property and asked to 
pay for the damage. The loser, in 
tills -case as usual, are the refugees. 

Ehronstrom Bays the camps 
shouldn't be judged by Western stan- 
dards. "Compared with the normal 
level of local Arab villages. 1 
wouldn't say that the camps are very 
different. Refugee programmes 
should not, as a rule, provide their 
recipients with better standards 
than those of local residents." he 
believes. 

Over the past few years, the 
Israeli military government has 
been building new homes for the 
camp Inmates or offering plots on 
which they can build their own 
homes. In order to help thin out the 
camps, they request that the former 
hut In the camp be dismantled. Some 
of the refugees have built fine, large 
villas — homes that are completely 
out of keeping with the "refugee 
status" of those who live in them. 


UNRWA also provides other aer- 
, vices to the refugees. Probably of the 
greatest value to them Is the 
UNRWA-Swedisb Health Centre, 
constructed in 1964 with Swedish 
funds. The centre contains out- 
patient, nutrition and rehydration 
clinics, a pediatrics ward, a 
laboratory and other family medical 
* services. •

sent us the following observations about the illusions of her 
countrymen. 
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T-shirts advertising himsglf. 

I see tourists in Jerusalem wear- 
ing T-shirts with different slogans, 
and youngsters on television with T- 
shirts advertising things and even 
Jimmy Carter. So it seems that A Is 
only in Israel that advertising 
yourself on T-shirts, and especially 
making money from it. If you are a 
singer, is wrong. Or if It isn’t wrong, 
it is like many ways people here 
have of making money, anaesthetic. 

"Ashlaiyot, "however, was a great 
hit and sent shivers down your spine 
and mine. The song made it- clear 
that the dreams which the singer 
sang about — owning a red car, call- 
ing no man his master, going on trips 
to Rome or Far-easi — were nothing 
but ithurions. Not for him, the singer, 
not for us, a red car etc. Perfectly 
clear. 

I have a grant as an under- 
privileged student who Is being 
"discriminated in favour of," and I 
study at the university — history, 
literature, languages. I am supposed 
to become a teacher and teach these 
things to unfortunate kids, but what I 
really want is to be a writer. But that 
Is not what I am writing this article 
about. I want to express my surprise 
at finding out that the “other half" of 
Israel ("better half?" or Is that an 
incorrect use of the idiom?) lives on 
illusions, too, only they don’t know It. 

In this article I shall write about 
one set of illusions out of the many I 
have discovered. I have often heard 
songs from a musical about beggars, 
somewhere, some time in the past, 
England, Germany, I could not get it 


straight. 1 have heard the songs in 
English, in Gerxhan and in Hebrew, 
too. quite good tunes. Especially 
Louis Armstrong and Arik Lavi. This 
seems to he one of the most popular 
musicals ever, here in Israel 
anyway. Tou keep on hearing these 
songs, and 1 wanted to understand 
them. Z went to much trouble, and it 
took me a' long time. 

People say, who cares about the 
words. I think I know about it now, 
more or less. The illusions of the 
Israelis who love this musical are 
political, social, sexual and psy- 
chological. These Israelis are people 
who supported the Weimar 
Republic, but they were also In 
favour of writers and singers who at- 
tacked it with clever satires and 
politicians who destroyed it by their 
refusal to defend it. 

They are people who think bandits 
and murderers should be forgiven if 
they are poor, or started out poor, or 
come from "distressed” 
neighbourhoods. They think com- 
munists are all right If their tunes 
are good. They approve when they 
hear songs criticizing soldiers who 
make mincemeat (kebab) of inoffen- 
sive people (like the Arabs?). They 
think whores and even pimps am us- 
ing on the stage. It has been explain- 
ed to me that the playwright meant 
to make the audience see that sextiaj 
morality or moralising is a 
bourgeois luxury, and objective 
truth is a bourgeois delusion. Truth 
is something relative, changing, 
dialectical. This is called 
"alienation.” Well, it alienates me. 


Incidentally, our teacher says 
“whore" is a more honest word than 
prostitute. "Prostitution” should be 
reserved for selling something that 
isn’t yours to sell, like .the tourist in- 
d dairy’s selling the 'Jerusalem 
landscape or heavy industry's sell- 
ing the air, sun and sky of Haifa bay. 
Whores sell something that is theirs 
to sell. 

The other night we saw some of 
our best singers on television singing 
these beggars' <b eggarly?) songs 
again. I watched my favourite 
woman singer singing that song 
about the pirate ship with the black 
sail; they asked her who should be 
killed and she has to answer, 
"Everyone!" I expected to see some 
trick photography; she would 
vanish, and wc would hear Hitler's 
voice and see Himmler's glasses or 
Eichmann behind the glass in Beit 
Ha’am. We saw the "Final Solution" 
,on TV. and it was said in the 
programme that the total number 
the Nazis aimed at was eleven 
million, so even six million wasn’t 
everyone. Poor Tzila, she didn't 
know what to do. She didn't sing with 
relish like Nina Simone, thank 
goodness. She tried whispering it 
with a dream}' faraway look. "Who 
is to be killod?" the Germans were 
asked in the 1930‘s and the chamber- 
maids and the communists and the 
Nazis answered in chorus, 
"Everyone!" 

These same people here thick 
"Cabaret*' a wonderful film. It is. I 
saw it twice, once in the cinema in 
town and once in the museum. But 
these people don't see what's In the 
film, how they were made monkeys 
of in Europe. They still have intellec- 
tual. political, pacifist etc. illusions 
— tishlnlf/fl. Instead of all this 
nostalgia, they should look at 
history, politics, etc. from Israel's 
point of view. 

And perhaps we could have a rest 
from these songs.

but after the game, West felt that he 


had to do something. So he "stuck his 
neck out" with four clubs, doubled 
by North. 

South led the spade three, and 
North won the queen and then the 
ace. He continued with the spade 
nine which East ruffed, while South 
discarded a heart. Declarer led the 
heart jack to the king and ace. and 
continued with the heart queen 
which South ruffed. Then South 
played a club. North won the club 
ace and king and led the spade king, 
which East ruffed. The defence still 
had to win two diamond tricks giving 
them a plus score of 700. 

In the replay. North played a more 
conservative three spades. This was 
set two tricks, so the Americans won 
SCO points on the deal. 

I am sure that the full report of the 
World Championship will illustrate 
the brilliancies Lhat make world 
champions. But such deals as 
today's gives us lesser players self- 
confidence. 


Warnings from Dr. Kissinger

treating cases of roundworm which 
Is caused bv eating unwashed fruits 
and vegetables, says Egyptian Dr. 
Jean Artin, who after finishing his 
education In Cairo was convinced 
that his services were badly needed 
at the Gaza clinic. "We are always 
carrying on a campaign to educate 
residents in health and cleanliness 
standards," Artin says. The clinic 
also vaccinates all children in the 
camp against typical childhood dis- 
eases. 

Suad Sayagh, a "refugee" from 
the Musrara quarter of Jerusalem, 
is the principal of the UNRWA girl’s 
preparatory school — a short walk 
from . the Sfoati camp. Sayagh, who 
does net live in the refugee camp, la 
married to a Gazan and has settled 
down to what she calls a "normal 
life." 

Beyond the 9th grade, all UNRWA 
pupils must attend military 
government-run schools, as UNRWA 
does not have the funds to offer a 
high school education. There are 
about 540 girls tn Sayagh's school, 
where a typical classroom Is 
equipped with kitchen appliances for 
home economics lessons. Its open 
courtyard is filled with good-looking, 
well-dressed girls, hoping to pull 
themselves out of their "refugee 
status." 

UNRWA also runs vocational 
training centres where the younger 
people are taught carpentry, lathing, 
electronics and other skills Intended 
to help them find jobs In Gaza or. if 
they're lucky, at considerably higher 
wages in one of the Arab Gulf States. 
There is also a school for the blind, 
youth recreation centres for after- 
school activity and women's centres 
which enable mothers to get out of 
their crowded homes for a few hours. 

Ehronstrom reacts strongly to ac- 
cusations that UNRWA encourages 
the refugee mentality. "We're trying 
to proride these people with the tools 
to solve their own problems," he 
says. 

Meanwhile, the refugees sit and 
wait in camps all over the Middle 
East. They line up for their rations 
patiently month alter month, dream- 
ing of a past that grows richer as it 
recedes, unsure of the future. 


NEW YORK. — American Jewish 
"doves" believe Henry Kissinger's 
weekend speech here indicates the 
position Israel can expect her 
friends In the UJ3. to defend. 

At an American Jewish Congress 
(AJC) dinner, the former secretary 
of state came out against the crea- 
tion of a Palestinian state on the 
West Bank, and against an Imposed 
settlement in the Middle East 
He was speaking during the 
presentation of an AJC award to 
GoZda Meir, whom he described as a 
"ferocious negotiator." The descrip- 
tion recalled their roles during 
negotiations on Israeli pullbacks 
following the Yo m Rippur War. 

Kissinger was silent on Israel's 
own relationship to the West Bank, 
He was Introduced by AJC president 
Arthur Herlzberg. a leader of the 
"dovish" camp who has been un- 
enthuslastic on the question of 
settlements or possible annexation. 

In support of his position against 
annexation. Rabbi Hertzberg has 
pointed to an interview given to the 

Washington Post 1 ' last month by 

Deputy Premier Yigael Yadin, and 
to Foreign Minister Moshe Dayan's 
views on shared sovereignty for the 
West Bank. 

Veiled criticism of the Carter Ad- 
ministration came In Kissinger's 
speech, when he warned against 
miscalculation in the Middle East. 

He said his own acquaintance with 
President Carter, Secretary Vance 
and their senior aides, make it clear 
they would not knowingly put 
Israel's security at risk. He added: 
"But there is always the danger that 
actions undertaken in good faith 
may inadvertently produce unfore- 
seen consequences." 

Such a miscalculation, he said, 
might result in the total Isolation of 
Israel or in diplomatic deadlock. In a 
pedagogic tone, Kissinger con- 
tinued: 

The art of diplomacy Is to move 
events carefully and shape them 
toward achievable ends so that 
neither the U.S. nor Israel ever face 
such a stark, Impossible choice. A 
coordination of policies between 
Israel and the U.S. Is therefore im- 
perative." 

In contrast to the frequently 
critical Jewish view of his policies as 
secretary of state, Kissinger was In- 
terrupted several times by warm 
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applause at the gathering of several 
hundred AJC leaders. 

Some observers discounted 
reports that the former secretary 
planned to enter politics, an arena 
liberally represented on the dais 
alongside Dr. Kissinger and Mrs. 
Mclr. The host for the evening was 
Senator Jacob Javits (Rep. NLY.i 
who introduced Mayor-Elect 
Edward Koch, who in turn presented 
an AJC award to outgoing Mayor 
Abraham Beame. 

Koch recalled the letter he handed 
President Carter during the mayoral 
campaign about his concern for 
Israel when he said to Mrs. Meir, 
"Any letter I would deliver to you 
would be a love letter." 

Kissinger did not mention National 
Security Advisor Zbigniew 
Brzezinaki by name when he implied 
that his own step-by-step approach 
to Midcast diplomacy might nave 
advantages over attempts to reach 
an overall solution. 

"While striving for an overall 
settlement, we must take care not to 
foreclose other opportunities that 
may arise to ease tensions and to 
enable the peoples of the area to 
build confidence. 


“We must not give a veto to the 
most Intransigent elements within 
the area. We must not permit outside 
powers to emerge as the advocates 
for a point of view that penalizes 
moderation." 

Kissinger said a Palestinian state 
on the West Bank was bound to be 
"an clement of instability" both for 
Jordon and Israel. 

To the applause of several hundred 
guests, he said guarantees were no 
substitute far security. Similarly, 
bilateral treaties should be viewed 
with caution. 

“With respect to bilateral UJ3.- 
Israell treaty arrangements, thereto 
the danger that the ratification 
process may produce a debate that 
paradoxically hazards the friendship 
and close cooperation which has 
served so well for a generation." 

The ex-secretary recalled the Yom 
Klppur period when both he and Mrs. 
Meir played decisive political roles. 
He said negotiations with Egypt and 
Syria at the lime marked "the first 
negotiations between Israel and 
Arab countries in 25 years." 

Kissinger said he and then 
Premier Meir never differed in their 
conviction that a just peace could not 
be an Imposed one. Rather, It had to 
be a peace which the participants 
accepted and felt a slake in preser- 
ving. 

Concluded Kissinger: “The 
process by which peace is made to 
almost os important as the final out- 
come. At each stage the parties must 
feel that it was their decision and not 
somebody rise's that brought about 
the final decision.” 

Mrs. Meir said of the accords 
hammered out at the time with Dr. 
Kissinger: 

"Wc have nothing to regret as far 
as results are concerned." 

In connection with her meeting at 
the White House last week with 
President Carter. Mrs. Meir warned 
against getting "carried away by 
good intentions." 

She said she told Mr. Carter Lhat 
the heavy rainstorms that marked 
her departure from New York and 
arrival in Washington were In- 
terrupted by a spell of fine weather 
as the inter-city shuttle plane flew 
over the clouds.

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THE MECHANIZED HOUSEWIFE 


‘Being mechanized 
is a state of mind’

THE PERFECTLY organized, 
highly efficient, totally automated 
housewife glides through her 
electronic-eye operated up-and-over 
garage doors, pops her shopping 
(bought in a drive-in supermarket 
with a credit card) into a lift which 
delivers it directly to her kitchen, 
and steps into her centrally 
heated/centrally air conditioned/self* 
vacuuming home, where the dish- 
washer and self cleaning oven are 
all ready for use. She may pause for 
. a moment in her utility room to 
transfer the laundry from her 10- 
programme washing machine into 
her fully automatic tumble dryer, or 
to put It through her electric ironing 
machine, before removing the foil- 
wrapped ready dinner from her two- 
door freezer and popping it into her 
microwave oven... 

Fantasy? Well, in this country cer- 
tainly. The reality of the Israeli 
housewife’s for should we say 
"houseperaon's” these liberated 
days?) lot, where automation and 
labour-saving devices are concern- 
ed, includes a few serious drawbacks 
to the "ideal" situation described 
above. 

First there Is the spiralling cost of 
not only the appliances and gadgets, 
but also the electricity they con- 
sume. Then there is the fact that, 
should one of these friendly helpful 
machines go wrong, their lucky 
owners wiU be housebound for the 
day waiting for the technician to call 
(maybe). 

We could elaborate further, at con- 
siderable length. The fact is that for 
a variety of reasons, the most vital' 
labour saving device in most Israeli 
.homes (if they can afford it) is 
human — though not infallible — in 
the person of the oseret (day- 
helper.) 

When she comes, she may be 
worth her weight in any number of 
automated machines. When she 
doesn't. ..well that's another story 
altogether. The working mother will 
have to stay home, the boss’s 
schedule may be Irreparably upset. 
That vital letter concerning a crucial 
export contract may go out late, 
which in turn affects the balance of 
payments situation, which in turn is 
responsible for the N.E.P. — and 
that Is why none of us can afford the 
ultimate in automated homes, even 
if we want to.. .which brings us back 
to where we started. 


TO GET a more professional, prac- 
tical and down-to-earth view of 
automation in the home, we asked 
architect Morris Kaplan for his 
ideas- Kaplan, bom in South Africa, 
has designed some of the most lux- 
urious villas in Savion and Herzliya, 
but also knows how to tailor his plans 
to the more normal living. 

First and foremost, he stresses, 
over-all planning in layout of the 
home and in day-to-day schedules, is 
the most important consideration In 
making the housewife's life easy. 
The average Israeli tends to forget 
this principle, going for as many 
gimmicks as possible and being un- 
duly concerned with collecting the 
optimal amount of equipment 
without fully considering its func- 
tional purpose. 

“It is incomprehensible to me why 
most Israelis insist on a huge living 
room — maybe as much as 80 sq. 
metres — even if this means a tiny 
kitchen and bedrooms. The show- 
piece living room is used seldom, 
and I definitely favour the European 
style of smaller salons — which are 
after all mainly for adult guests — 
and more family living apace. 

"As a general principle. I consider 
that a family home should provide 
each individual with his own private 
territory, a space with a door and a 
key. and a room for every child, no 
matter how small, for which he is 
personally responsible. He should 
also be able to get to it without going 
through the living room." 

The family also needs a place for 
getting together; this is generally 
the place where they eat, Kaplan 
says. In the smallest flats, he 
suggests "enlarging the kitchen into 
a faxnil. room — at the expense of 
the size of the living room." 

There is of course no such thing as 
an "Ideal home" — each person has 
his own tastes and ideas — nor is 
there one set foolproof design. 
"But," Kaplan says, “I certainly 
think you can trade In all the 
machines in the world for good plan- 
ning." 

Even in the least automated of 
homes, the meobanlcal head- 
quarters Is the kitchen, planned 
around any of. a wide selection of 
refrigerators and cooking stoves. 

If you want a really fancy lee box, 
like the General Electric model 
which includes an iced water and ice 
cube maker you have to remember. 
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Even in the least automated of homes, the mechanical headquarters is the kitchen. 
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says Kaplan, that it requires a 
separate water supply of its own. 

Some people want the simplest, 
most straightforward of 
refrigerators with no more than 
average freezer space. The truly 
mechanized housewife, who also 
considers herself a liberated career 
woman but nonetheless has to 
provide regular meals for her fami- 
ly, will try to organize her life so that 
she spends only a couple of days 
every month cooking. For this she 
requires a large-sized deep freeze. 

From the planning point of view, 
the fridge must be in the kitchen, but 
the freezer can be elsewhere. Many, 
new houses and flats are planned 
with a separate pantry close to the 
kitchen, which is an excellent place 
for a freezer, as well as tor all 
household food stocks. 

Being mechanized, says Kaplan, is 
a state of mind. "Personally, though 
I love to cook, I am rather poorly 
organized. I prefer to pop-down to 
my corner grocery store each day 
than to Indulge in long range plan- 
ning and cootring for a freezer." 

Choice of cooking stoves is as wide 
as that of fridges, covering all the 
split-level variations which save 
bending down when using the oven, 
and which offer all kinds at fully 
automatic programmes and "self- 
cleaning” devices. Nonetheless, the 
moat popular choice is still the all-in- 
one' cooker. 

Kaplan personally thinks open 
cooking flames should be gas- 
powered, while for a reliable, even 
oven temperature, electric cooking 
is best. By dividing sources of power, 
you can cook even when there Is an 
electric power cut, and are not left 
high and dry if you should let your 
gas balloons run out. 

Any type of cooking hood is useless 
without a proper outside flue, says 
Kaplan. An extractor fan is easier to 
install in an existing kitchen, hut is 
really a poor man’s solution I 
' Choices, of sink (types, with or 
without waste disposers, with double 
or single bowls, as well as correct 
working surface heights, are all 
matters which affect the efficiency 
of a kitchen, largely a matter of 


taste. If you wash up by hand, rather 
than with a dishwasher — and a lot of 
people, regardless of budget, con- 
sider the manual method the best — 
the sink should be correctly organiz- 
ed, preferably with a drying rack 
above it. Pull-down, push up drying 
racks for crockery, which disappear 
out of sight into a cupboard above 
the sink, are popular with 
houseproud housewives, sensitive 
about the tidiness of their kitchens. 

Purchasing and running a dish- 
washer is very costly these days, 
and Kaplan personally dislikes 
them. If a dishwasher Is to be install- 
ed it must be planned with the 
kitchen, positioned to the left of the 
sink: its noise factor should be 
carefully considered and it should be 
very small. Otherwise, in an 
average-size family, it takes two 
days to fill; meanwhile a large supp- 
ly of crockery and cutlery is out of 
use. 

HE HAS two guiding principles 
where food preparation machines — 
mixers, blenders, mincers, coffee 
grinders and machines and all the 
rest — are concerned. First, each 
should be a separate unit. Second, If 
it is inaccessible, it is useless. He 
likes to plan what he calls a 
"garage” — a special cupboard at 
counter height, where each machine 
is housed permanently, with its own 
electrical outlet. Neither household 
cleaning equipment nor laundry 
facilities need to be part of a kitchen, 
Kaplan says. They can be housed on 
a special balcony or laundry room 
elsewhere in the house. Automatic 
dryers are very expensive to run, 
and a washline or outdoor drying 
yard very dose to the washing 
machine Is almost as labour-saving. 

He finds that, in general, new im- 
migrants arrive in Israel equipped 
with a huge array of automatic 
gadgets, the majority- of -which. end * 
up in their lofts. . . 

*" On toe subject of local household 
equipment versus imported, he says 
that there are few items where a 
satisfactory local equivalent Is not 
available. Mechanization of the 


home, of course includes all heating 
and cooling systems — he even 
designed three houses with central 
exhaust systems, with points In each 
room Into which a special vacuum er 
is plugged, so that all dust and dirt is 
automatically extracted and 
collected in an outdoor receptable. 

The cost factor involved in central 
alrconditioning/he&ting systems Is 
so high these days that literally no 
one can afford to run them in a 
private home. Even in the luxury 
homes where they have been install- 
ed, they are not used in practice for 
more than 5 per cent of the year. 
Without going Into detail about all 
the available cooling and heating 
systems on the market, he considers 
that the worst and most dangerous of 
all heating systems are the old 
fashioned paraffin fuelled "fireside” 
stoves and tends to favour diesel 
fuel-fired radiators or skirting 
heaters. These may be the most ex- 
pensive as far as initial installation 
is concerned, but are the cheapest to 
run. He thinks the installation of 
solar heaters in all houses and apart- 
ment blocks should be obligatory, by 
law. and foresees the day when it 
will be possible to fuel a combined 
air conditioning, heating and water 
heating system with solar energy. 


SPAGHETTI seems to he a 
mainstay of great cooks, average- 
cooks and those who hardly cook at 
all.

pany. Or maybe we should go on a 
vacation instead?" 

"Of course work In the kitchen and 
in the house in general is easier for 
me today than it was for my mother 
or grandmother," one housewife 
said, “and I won't pretend to be 
sorry that I don't spend my days 
washing clothes by hand and beating 
rugs. But the question is: are we as 
fulfilled as women of other 
generations were? Maybe they 
weren't really as happy as we think, 
or maybe they just didn’t know there 
was another way and we do. I don’t 
know. The competition of the 
business world doesn't attract me. 
And having too much time to think 
can be dangerous." 

Some would say that a woman who 
has too much time on her hands 
should do charitable work or develop 
a hobby rather than look back 
nostalgically on the days before 
modem appliances. In any case, the 
nostalgia does not prevent this 
housewife and others like her from 
using the most modem mixers, 
vacuum cleaners, dishwashers, 
automatic washing machines and 
other machines. 

"What is really a sad waste is 
when a woman owns a very expen- 
sive automatic washing machine but 
insists on doing the delicate wash 
and the coloured wash by hand." 
Mrs. Sham gar commented. "Or 
buys a mixer but does the hardest 
part of the job by hand because she 
really doesn't trust the machine." 

Mrs. Danzig added: "What 
bothers me is when a young couple 
buy a deep freeze and then a 
refrigerator with a big freezer. If 
they already have a deep freeze, 
they should buy a refrigerator 
without a freezer. The problem isn’t 
the machine; it's knowing what to 
buy and how to use it.' 


IF YOU'RE confident you won’t fall 
out with your fiance before the wed- 
ding, buying electrical appliances 
during the engagement la a sure way 
to beat the Inflationary spiral. 

We took the risk, and bought a 
fridge on hire-purchase. By the time 
the wedding took place, the price had 
already increased by IL 1 , 000 .. 

Renting a furnished apartment for 
the first six months of marriage 
gave us the chance to take our time 
choosing other Items, which 
demanded more price comparison. 
There was no need to buy a heater, 
stove and basic furniture all at once 
— purchases could be spread out. 

FIRST PRIORITY was a stove, 
bought soon after the wedding. I was 
pleased to find one with a fairly large 
oven and a grill underneath, I could 
cook two things simultaneously, the 
salesman said. Mistake number one 
was to believe him. The oven and 
grill are controlled by the same 
switch, and can only be used 
separately. 

Our rented apartment housed a 
large washing machine. We had no 
intention of buying a washer right 
away, and thought ourselves most 
fortunate. But after a few vain 
attempts to start it, we got the 
message. It was not for the use ot 
tenants. 

Doing the washing for two in the 
bath and the basin was really no 
great task, especially since an oblig- 
ing mother washed the sheets. The 
steadily rising prices of machines 
convinced us that a delay would only 


be to our detriment. So we bought a 
washer, taking advantage of easy in- 
stalmests offered by my husband’s 
firm. Now, after the massive 
devaluation, we feel justified. 

THE ITEM I missed most was a 
mixer. Spoiled by the mechanised 
home of my parents. I could no 
longer remember the last time I had 
hacked at & piece of stubborn 
margarine. And besides, here was a 
chance to try baking experiments on 
my husband, who had never tasted 
my mother's originals, and would 
accept them at face value. 

My mother-in-law was the saviour. 
She discovered a mixer on top of & 
wardrobe. The box had been brought 
from America 17 years ago, and 
never opened. 

Another useful item she unearthed 
was a spare toaster. I had been 
guiltily cutting off the green mold 
from the sides of the hallo, hoping 
my husband wouldn't notice that the 
bread was unusaily square. I could 
never estimate how much bread waa 
needed per week. In the early mor- 
ning rush to get to college and work, 
the loaf earmarked for sandwiches 
and breakfast was often left unslic- 
ed. Now that we have a toaster. It is 
palatable, at least. 

ONE APPLIANCE I must recom- 
mend — for anyone who has a 
tendency to start the washing or a 
literary essay while there's water on 
the gas — is an electric kettle. Don't 
rely on memory, get one that 
switches itself off after bringing 
water to a boil.

The case of the man who missed a heart beat 


THE EXPRESSION "ray heart mis- 
sed a beat" Is often used figuratively 
to describe intense anxiety, fear or 
surprise, but when Amnon Freed- 
man came to see me recently, it 
wasn't only the symbolic meaning of 
the phrase that prompted his visit. 

"I'd Just turned off the bed-side 
light last night after a particularly 
exhausting day at the shop," he 
began telling me, "and I was looking 
forward to a good night's sleep when 
suddenly I felt ray heart give a great 
thump, as if it had contracted with 
about three time* Its usual force. 

"It only happened the one time, 
but It gave me a jolt in more ways 
than one — so much so that I couldn't 
fall asleep for a long time, what with 
worrying whether anything was 
wrong with my heart. That's what 
I've come to find out from you tills 
morning." 

I've known Amnon and hts family 
for many years. During that time, he 
has hardly ever needed to call upon 
my services. He owns the local 
hardware and general goods store, 
selling everything from a pencil to a 
filing cabinet — the long hours he 
puts in there don’t really allow him 
much time to be ill. . ■ r 

I felt Amnon's pulse at the wrist. It 
was entirely normal as were the 
results of my examination of his 
heart and cardiovascular system. 
To complete the check-up, I hooked 
him up to my electrocardiograph 
machine. The subsequent tracing 
was also quite normal. All this con- 
firmed that his "big beat" the night 
before had not been worth all his 
anxiety. 

"We call such a heart beat an 
extra-systole." I explained to my 
patient, "because, in fact, it’s a 
premature or extra heart beat, 
which comes slightly before it 
should for the particular rate at 
which the heart happens_to be 
beating. Actually the thump you felt 
was probably that of the first beat

after this early beat. This la usually 
more powerful than normal to com- 
pensate for the weaker contraction 
of the preceding extra beat. 

"Extra-systoles are not uncom- 
mon in middle-aged people such as 
yourself. As long as they only occur 
occasionally and come one at a time, 
their presence usually proves to be 
quite innocent. They seem to occur 
more often during periods of rest 
when tbe heart is beating slowly, so 
it's not uncommon, for example, for 
them to be experienced in bed before 
one falls asleep, just as you (fid. 
Other factors blamed in provoking 
their appearance in susceptible peo- 
ple are coffee, tea, alcohol and 
nicotine. Emotional stress and ex- 
cess fatigue have also been Im- 
plicated." 

AMNON looked nicely reassured 
after my explanation and was even 
intrigued to know something, about 
what actually controlled the regular 
contraction of the heart. I told him 
that the normal stimulus for this is a 


small electrical Impulse. This 
always originates from the same 
specific location in the heart from 
where it spreads rapidly along a 
well-defined pathway to all parts of 
the heart, causing contraction of the 
heart muscle as it goes. 

Extra beats result from some tem- 
porary upset In this normally 
faultless process of electrical Im- 
pulse spread, or from the effect of the 
"rogue" impulse, which, for some 
reason, arises In another part of the 
heart and causes a contraction as it 
travels away from its point of origin. 

I advised Amnon to cut down on his 
smoking as this step was likely to 
diminish the possibility of further 
extra-systoles. Apart from this. I 
prescribed no other treatment since 
none 'was necessary. Indeed I told 
him to Ignore any future thumps 
should they occur. There are tablets 
available to reduce the frequency of 
extra-systoles if these are causing 
undue concern, but knowing Amnon 
.I_Crit-3urp_he_ wasn’t going ,tfl_n«4. 
those. ' 

, Although Infrequent, isolated ex- 


tra heart beats are invariably of no 
untoward significance, people who 
are affected by them should 
probably toil their doctor if only to 
have their minds put at rest after an 
examination that there is nothing to 
worry about. When such beats arc 
associated with underlying disease, 
they usually occur much more fre- 
quently, often in short runs one after 
the other.

THIS ENSEMBLE, specializing In 
Baroque music, represents a healthy 
■integration policy. After recent 
changes in membership. It now con- 
sists of three Immigrants from 
Russia, one newcomer from the 
U.S., one ex-Rumanian returned 
from studies in the U.S. and one 
sabra. The flute and the cello, both 
new to the team, fit In very well. In 
particular. Emanuel Gruber made a 
very good impression as soloist in 
the Vivaldi Sonata, compensating 
him (and us) for having to attend to 
the bass line as continue most of the 
time. 

Shimon Rukhman applies the few 
register colours of the harpsichord 
only sparingly, prefer! ng to remain 
for long stretches on the same 
keyboard. The danger Is that the 
sound of the instrument tends to 
become monotonous quite quickly. 
But contrasting pieces (and their 
relative shortness) and his Im- 
pressive digital velocity manage to 
bridge over the danger. 

The ensemble has found again a 
nice selection of unknown pieces. 
Ever changing combinations of in- 
struments between the six members 
of the group add more interest to the

THE PROGRAMME was devoted 
almost exclusively to music of the 
late Baroque period, but the concert 
lacked a definite profile. The 
programme provided little contrast 
and no enlightening pieces. In the 
first part. Miss Grossmeyer simply 
wasted her beautiful voice and ex- 
cellent singing on four painfully in- 
significant numbers. 

All the musicians played well, with 
skill and competence. But the selec- 
tions failed to ignite any spark, and 
most of the performances were little 
more than dutiful ensemble 
readings. Nevertheless the audience 
seemed to like it. Not only was the 
concert extremely well attented. 
most of the pieces got a warm and 
appreciative response. 

I would single out ideas’ spirited 
performance of Leclalr's “La Tam- 
bxirine" sonata as the only one which 
brought relief from the tedium.

Mine manager: railways not 
equipped to carry phosphates

NAHAL ZIN. — The first two 
trainloads of Negev phosphates left 
the mines here yesterday for the 
Port at Ashdod amid speculation 
that Israel Railways does not have 
the necessary rolling stock to carry 
out obligations it has made to the 
Phosphates Company to carry some 
1 , 6 m. tons of phosphates along the 
newly opened line during 1978. 

Phosphate plant manager Johnny 
Garni told The Post that the present 
shipments are to test his firm's abili- 
ty to keep to delivery, schedules for 
customers abroad. In his view Israel 
Railways does not have enough 
engines and specialized freight ears 
to carry out its part of the agreement 
next year. 

A spokesman for the railways said 
that management was aware of the 
problem, but did not see the need to 
order new equipment which would 
not be used until next year. He a l so 


noted that since the railways were a 
government agency, obtaining funds 
for the equipment was a lengthy 
process. He added, however, that 
there is enough equipment to carry 
out the present experimental' ship- 
ment of two trainloads a day for ten 
days, and that they could manage up 
to six trainloada a day. 

Some 3,000 tons of phosphates 
were moved to Ashdod yesterday, 
from where they will be shipped to 
Greece. Other shipments were sent 
to Eilat last week for shipment to 
destinations in Asia. 

The Railway spokesman said that 
It would have been necessary to use 
about 30 trucks for yesterdays ship- 
ment if the new rail line had not been 
available. Shipping by train saved 
the phosphate plant $o per cent of the 
cost of shipping by track. 

The new S2Jem train line from Oron 
to Nahal Zin, which was built to ac- 
commodate the new phosphate plant 
here, cost some ILi76m.

TEL AVXV. — The American-Israeli 
Paper Mills have reported their se- 
cond quarter results, which showed 
net earnings of *850,000 for the fiscal 
year period ending September 30. 

Last year the company showed a net 
loss of *270,000 for the comparable 
period. The earnings come to *0.21 
per each American depository 
receipt share. The company's shares 
are listed both on the Tel Aviv Stock 
Exchange and on the American 
Stock Exchange. 

In the period under consideration 
sales rose to *19 .2m. from *14. 2m. 
last year. The shares were quoted 
yesterday at *3.75 in the U.S. and at 
IL5.50 here. 

In the past six months the com- 
pany has achieved a notable earn- 
ings turn-around. Previously 
results were hampered by the costs 
of running-in the company’s fourth 
paper making line.

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Energy from salt water by 
‘reverse electrodialysis ,

BEER8HEBA. — For the same- 
reason that energy la needed id 
desalinate water, it Is also released 
when highly-concentrated brine is 
mixed with salt water of a lesser con- 
centration. That theory Is the basis 
of a process being developed here, 
that would utilize water brought in 
the planned canal from the 
Mediterranean to the Dead Sea for 
the creation of energy. 

The process, called "reverse elcc- 
trodi&lysis." Is now only in its initial 
stages of development at the division 
of chemical technology of the 
Research and Development Authori- 
ty of Ben-Gurton University. Prof. 
Haim Forgacs. who Is in charge of 
the research, told The Post last week 
that the process was originally dis- 
covered 20-30 years ago, but was 
never developed because it was not 
then economically feasible. Now, 
with the need to beeome as indepen- 
dent as possible in energy sources, 
scientists here have again picked up 

the idea. 

Forgacs believes that the same 
water that will be utilized to create 
energy because of the sharp drop to 
the Dead Sea. can be used a second 
time when It reaches the Dead Sea 


and mixes with the highly- 
concentrated salt solution there. He 
thinks that an energy plant built 
right in the water may produce two 
to three times the energy produced 
bv the hydroelectric plant. 

‘The "catch’' is that hydroelectric 
technology is currently easily 
available and can be bought on the 
world market. On the other hand, the 
salt water energy process still needs 
years of development and millions of 
pounds in funding, before it even 
reaches the pilot stages. 

A second system for producing 
energy from salt water utilizing the 
same theory, also developed here, 
has been patented and sold to an 
American firm for further develop- 
ment. It requires large expenditures 
for developing the necessary 
technology, and researchers here 
felt that it could be more efficiently 
developed In the U.S. Ben-Gurton 
University holds rights on the 
process in Israel, though. 

Forgacs believes that if his depart- 
ment gets the funds for an Inten- 
sive development project for the 
"reverse dectrodialysls" process, 
the mixing of salt water with fresher 
water may be responsible for 
producing 200-400 megawatts of 
energy for local consumption by the 

late 3980s. 


Work to resume after year’s delay 
at Tel Aviv’s Laromme Hotel

TEL AVIV. ■— Work will be resumed 
on the Laromme Hotel in the 
Manshiya quarter here next month, a 
year after It was stopped because of 
financial difficulties. 

Mem! de Shalit. the Israel 
representative of the Bubls group of 
investors, told The Post yesterday 
that he hopes the 504-room luxury 
hotel will be opened In a year, at a 
total investment of S25m. Construc- 
tion started originally towards the 
end of 1972. 

Bubls. a German investment group 
based in Frankfurt, found about a 
year ago that inflation had eaten up 
the original budget and negotiations 
opened with other Investors to help 
complete the project. 

During the past year there have 
been many ups and downs in 


negotiations with Canadian Pacific, 
which owns a plot beside the 
Laromme. CP had planned to build 
its own hotel there, but this project 
fell through. 

Recently the government agreed to 
buy back the plot from CP, at a price 
of $2. ?m. CP's Israel representative. 
Eitan Shaflr. told The Post it had 
been planned that a 26 per cent 
minority shareholding In Laromme 
would be assumed. 

However, the two sides were not 
able to agree on the terms, which In- 
cluded a CP role in the management 
of the Laromme. and de Shalit told 
me yesterday that Bubis has raised 
the additional capital needed from 
among the group’s own investors. 

It is now expected that the hotel 
will be managed by Laromme Hotels 
International, the management com- 
pany which runs the Laromme Hotel 
in Eilat.

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Invitation to Sadat 

THE U.S. EMBASSY ticker must hy now have conveyed Prime 
Minister Begin' a formal Invitation to President Sadat to come to 
Jerusalem and address the Knesset and all its factions. An 
acceptance of the invitation is virtually certain: after all, it was 
Mr. Sadat’s own idea. Thus the only remaining question Is the 
timing of the visit, which could well be next week. 

What seemed only a few days ago, when the Egyptian Presi- 
dent tried it on his National Assembly, a wild piece of show- 
manship, is fast turning Into reality. At the very least, it may be 
said that the likelihood of Mr. Sadat failing to meet Mr. Begin 
soon is growing smaller by the hour. 

Viewed against the background of nearly 30 years of hostility 
between the Arabs and the Israelis, this Is so dramatic a 
development that efforts by the Egyptian media to explain it 
away — as. for example, a momentous diplomatic "crossing'* 
meant to push Israel into an Impossibly tight comer — need not 
come as a surprise. 

■ By the same token, it is perhaps only natural that some people 
in this country should treat the Egyptian President’s initiative 
as but a massive smokescreen designed to conceal, again, plans 
for military aggression. (Although it was surely inappropriate 
for Chief-of-Staff Gur to come out in public yesterday, without 
the authority of his civilian superiors, with this interpretation). 

Mr. Sadat's precise motives will no doubt be debated for some' 
time. What is obvious is that he has taken an immensely bold 
leap into uncharted territory. 

True, he has also taken care to protect his Arab flank. At the 
T unis conference of Arab foreign ministers, pressure by the 
radical camp for an immediate summit meeting to concert all- 
Arab strategy, thus tying Egypt's hands, was successfully turn- 
ed away. With Saudi Arabia's support for his new independent 
course assured. President Sadat is setting out for Damascus to- 
day, where he will try to win President Assad’s understanding, 
if not endorsement, for the trip to Jerusalem. 

Although his move was, in a large sense, a slap in the face for 
the PLO, he has seen to it that his bridges to the Palestinians 
remained open. According to Christian leader Camille Cha- 
moun,- it is some "other Arab states” — apparently Including 
Egypt — which are preventing the Syrians from disarming the 
terrorists in southern Lebanon. 

Yet the gamble undertaken by President Sadat is plain 
enough. For one thing, he has, with one stroke, levelled a moun- 
tainous body of argumentation in the Arab polemic with Israel: 
such as the claim that it is intolerably demeaning for the Arabs 
to sit face-to-face with Israelis so long as Arab land is under oc- 
cupation, and Palestinian "rights” are denied. 

The Arab anti-Zionist campaign has been dealt a severe blow, 
and not even all of Mr. Sadat’s aides will agree that their chief’s 
skyrocketing popularity in the U.S. is adequate compensation. 

Moreover, there is the danger that the Jerusalem encounter, 
though to be started without any preconditions, may reveal a 
chasm so vast as to render the prospects exf eventual settlement 
more remote than ever. A Geneva-type conference, represen- 
ting a process of negotiation, may easily survive initial set- 
backs; Mr. Sadat’s visit, being scheduled as a one-shot enter- 
prise, may, if it fails, end up not with a whimper hut with a bang. 

There is thus an element of Incalculable risk involved, for 
both Egypt and Israel, both of which are now on record as com- 
mitted to peace and averse to war. But there is an immense 
challenge in it as well, for both countries. That challenge should 
be taken up. 

Begin and Ben-Gurion 

LED PERSONALLY by their chief, members of the Cabinet will 
today be trekking south to Sde Boker, to attend memorial ser- 
vices for David Ben-Gurion on the fourth anniversary of the 
death of Israel’s first prime minister. 

The gesture is typical of Mr. Begin. He signalled it as soon as 
the earliest official news came out that he had won the elections 
last May. and -would be the country’s next premier. What it 
suggested was that political divisions, past as well as present, 
must in the final accounting be subordinated to the common 
weal. 

All the country’s elected leaders have their share in the 
democratic heritage of the Jewish renascence in this old-new 
land, it said in effect. David Ben-Gurion, though for years a 
bitter adversary of Menahem Begin, and of his ideological men- 
tor before him, could not be but a prime example. 

True, by placing his own leadership in the line of legitimacy — 
rather than claiming title to the initiation of a radical new tradi- 
tion — Mr. Begin was not exactly harming his own cause. He 
was thus helping dust away the last specks of ancient dissldence 
from his official mantle ; and he was satisfying those among his 
Likud followers who to this day swear by Ben-Gurion’s name. 

Nevertheless, the gesture, was, and remains, grand, and 
grandly magnanimous. Would that it could take substance as 
well. Indeed, in rendering such fine homage to the Labourite 
founding father Premier Begin might usefully ponder the 
source of the Old Man’s greatness; the reason why, despite an 
acrid and melancholy exit from public life, he is. even in death, 
a towering national presence. 

We believe this was B.-G.’s uncanny ability to make his 
messianic zeal the servant, not the master, of pragmatic 
statesmanship; to appreciate the limits set by political exigen- 
cies in his fight for indubitable rights. 

B.-G. could be uncompromising in the protection of the state’s 
vital interests; but he did not flinch from compromise, 
whenever necessary, for the sake of security. A spell of diz- 
ziness from success would be an exception, not the rule, with 
him. 

He did not lay down rules, of course. But there was much in 
the quality of his leadership that could serve as a model for Mr. 
Begin, as he steps forward to what may turn out to be the 
threshold of peace — the peace that was so long, and so futileiy, 
sought by David Ben-Gurion. 
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WHEN IT comes to questions of 
aliya and yerida — specifically the 
problem of what attitude to adopt 
towards the 300.000 or so Israelis and 
ex-Israelis said to be living abroad 
on a more or less permanent basis — 
we often exhibit the neurotic tenden- 
cies of the compulsive scab picker 
and aching tooth Hcker. 

It now goes almost without saying 
that ally a is second In Importance 
only to defence (except when educa- 
tion, closing the social and ethnic 
gap, or other national goals are the 
subject of discussion, at which point 
they become second In importance). 

There can be little doubt that In- 
creasing the size of the Jewish pop- 
ulation in Israel is a central goal, 
which continues to motivate us as a 
nation. But after nearly three 
decades of experience with a policy 
of induced aliya, there Is reason to 
suspect that the more frantic we 
become in regard to this subject, the 
more we tend to adopt "solutions" 
which only add to the unpleasant 
aspects of life in Israel — which In 
themselves are one of the main 
causes for the decline in immigra- 
tion and concomxnltant rise In 
emigration 

TAKE THE latest example, Minister 
Of Absorption David Levy’s reported 
proposals to extend privileges com- 
monly granted to bona fide olim to 

ex-Israelis who will be persuaded to 
return to Mother Israel. 

As Id the case of Mr. Ehrlich's in- 
sistence on going ahead with his ill- 
considered proposals for an amnesty 
for income tax cheaters and Mr. 

' Begln's continued support for a 
general amnesty on the glorious oc- 
casion of Israel’s 30th anniversary 
(after all, the number 80 Is a multi- 
ple of two magic numbers, three and 
ten) we seem never to learn from 
past mistakes. 

Extending new immigrant 
privileges to returning Israeli yor- 
dim was tried in the late 60 's, In the 
wake of the post Six-Day-War 
euphoria. It was a dismal failure and 
was phased out after a short time. 
The returning Israelis who took ad- 
vantage of the liberal offer were 
nearly entirely those who were plan- 
ning to come back In any case, and 
took the opportunity of helping 
themselves to the free lunch whose 
existence this Government’s 
economic mentor, Milton Friedman, 
denies. 

That earlier attempt to lure back 
yordim with financial bait Is similar 
to similar attempts to “buy" olim by 
similar stratagems. None worked. 
The entire attitude underlying this 
approach is a reflection of the frantic 
note which creeps into our national 
thinking whenever aliya and yerida 
figures take a turn for the worse. 

In 1966 the number of Israelis leav- 
ing Israel was believed to have ex-

ceeded the number of new Im- 
migrants. for the first time since In- 
dependence. The same seems to 
have been happening in the past two 
to three years, although it has 
always been next to impossible to be 
entirely sure who is going abroad for 
s protracted period, and who is 
foresaking us for good. 

THE PANIC which besets us as an 
organized society has proven, by and 
large, to be self-defeating, The most 
serious aspect of this panic is the 
change it has brought about in oizr 
attitude to the entire question. 

Former Prime Minister Rabin ex- 
pressed the' earlier attitude with his 
typical infelicitous forthrightness, 
when he termed yordim “a fallout of 
pigmies.” Many in the comfortably 
sated society which Israel had 
become In the present decade were 
shocked at what seemed to express a 
return to the atavistic emotions of an 
earlier, more pioneering — but also 
a more primitive — IsraeL 

But if aliya still has a deeply 
emotional connotation — as opposed 
to the more neutral concept, im- 
migration — then Mr. Rabin was 
right. Yordim are not simply Israelis 
who made a regrettable decision; 
they are deserters from the front line 
of the Jewish people. In its 
beleaguered, unfinished society and 
country. 

If the tactic of buying back yordim 
worked, one could, perhaps justly.- 
argue against this admittedly brutal 
view. We have^seen, however, that it 
does not. To the contrary, what ft 
does Is lend an aura of legitimacy to 
the act of yerida and provide an In- 


surance policy to those among us 
“who are toying with the Idea but 
have not yet crossed the Rubicon, 
either because of a lingering sense of 
shame or because of fears of failure 
in the outside world. ... 

Attempting to buy olim or to buy 
back yordim. also leads to an 
aggravation of internal social ten- 
sions. The Black Panthers of the 
3970*s were. In part a reaction of the 
olim of the 1950’s — or their children 
— - to treatment of the Russian and 
Western olim. . 

This is not an argument for being 
beastly to those Jews who have 
decided to throw in their lot with us, 
or to deny them the basic necessities 
needed for absorption In a new coun- 
try. It is a call for a redress of the 
psychological balance. We want and 
need olim; we will not get them or 
hold them — and certainly not dis- 
suade many of those Israelis who are 
considering leaving — unless it is 
made clear in policy words and acs 
tions, that all of us, olim and veteran 
settlers, need Israel as much if not 
more than. Israel needs us. 

AT THE outset of the fourth decade 
of Israel's existence as a sovereign 
state, it is time that we looked some 
facts in the eye; □ At all times in 
the past only a pitifully small minor- 
ity of ohm came to this country for 
Idealistic reasons, whether natio n al, 
socialist, religious or adventurous. 
The vast majority came because 
they had no alternative at the time; 
□ Most Jews In the world today 
who feel constrained to leave theft- 
native lands — whether they be 
Russians. South Africans, Argen- 
tinians, or others — have alter- 
natives to Israel. What Is so 
traumatic to Israel, is that they tend 
to choose those alternatives, given 
half a chance; □ We have little if 
any chance of att rac ti ng olim by 
projecting , an image of a society 
which pretends to compete with 
what most Western countxie&h&ve to . 
offer. It is unlikely that we will ever 
be able to compete, with those 1 
materially sated societies on their , 
own terms: What we had to offer — 
and potentially can still offer — Is 
the challenge of a meaning ful life in ' 
a different society. But in our 
stupidity, we seem to have lost sight 
of this truth sometime in the past 
decade or so. 

As a society of three million, we 
have less reason to panic about our 
demographic future than we .may 
have had when we. were lens than a 
million. It is this sense of panic that 
drives us to consider gimmicky 
palliatives as. an alternative to the 
more difficult task of organising 
meaningful challenges to attract 
young Jews from abroad, and 
fashioning a better society to make 
those of us who are already here 
want to stay. 



NEP’S EFFECT ON THE RICH 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 
Sir. — I refer to the various com- 
ments and leading article s of your 
Economic Editor on the NEP and 
more specifically on the abolition of 
currency controls and its effects on 
the economy as a whole as well as on 
the private citizen. 

While agreeing with most of his 
remarks about both the obvious and 
the possible advantages as well as 
risks for the economy and the Inten- 
tional effect of belt-tightening for •— 
admittedly as always a «d 
everywhere — only the economically 
weaker part of the population, I am 
quite incensed about his repeated 
demagogical and inciting references 
to the "enrichment of the few” — 
that is the owners of foreign curren- 
cy deposits and stocks of (mainly im- 
ported) goods. 

As a matter of fact, those* 
categories of persons, together with 
the certainly much more numerous 
owners of fiats and other Immovable 
property, of linked debentures and of 
whatever else it may be, are becom- 
ing “richer" only In terms of Israeli 
pounds which are worth less and of 
which they too will have to spend 
more In future for their living, while 
maintaining to a certain extent, 
although not fully, the purchase 
value of their assets. This, unfor- 
tunately, the have-nots cannot do. as 
they have no. or almost no assets of 
their own, and these therefore need 
to and will be compensated by the 
government. Here a general capital 
levy, at least on cash In hand and in 
the banks, with a certain free 
amount for small sums only, would 
possibly make sense too. 

But calling the mere maintenance 
of purchase value "enrichment” or 
” windfall -profit” is certainly a mis- 
nomer; it is what the previous 
"socialist” governments were in- 
ducing citizens to do by offering 
them index-linked bonds to the tune 
of billions of pounds, and it Is, 
therefore, very unjust, to say the 
least, to request only Importers and 
wholesalers owning stocks to pay to 


the government the difference of the 
pound value of their assets. While 
the greater part of the population 
will maintain the purchase value of 
whatever they own, stock-holders 
will be able to re-purchase only part 
of their stock-in-trade once they paid 
the levy imposed on them. 

Thus they will — in fact — become 
poorer in real assets, though not in 
Israeli pounds, while a great part of 
the population will be allowed to 
maintain, but not to Increase' (as 
your economic editor incorrectly Im- 
plies) the real value of whatever 
they own.

MEIB MERHAV COMMENTS: 

Mr. Wahle must surely realize that 
a devaluation gives an immediate 
benefit to those who hold foreign 
currency, certain types of linked 
assets and real property — which 
they can convert and use to buy 
goods and services before they have 
gone up in price. Also, all those who 
have obtained unlinked loans profit 
from having part of them wiped out. 

The end result is more real assets 
in the hands of property owners. 
True, flat owners also gain, but since 
they can rarely realize their nominal 
gains,' they profit only from the 
elimination of part of their unlinked 
mortgages. 

It is an almost axiomatic rule in 
economics that Inflation makes, the 
rich richer, and Mr. Wahle apparent- 
ly agrees — otherwise there would 
be no reason for him to support a 
capital levy. What name one gives 
inflationary profits Is a matter of 
taste. The Oxford Dictionary defines 
“windfall” as an "unexpected good 
fortune.” It is a perfectly ap- 
propriate term.

Badassah Medical Organization , 
replies: 

Dr. AM. Cantor is in error. The “ 
four British tourists injured in a 
shooting mishap in Jerusalem were 
not refused treatment “until they 
paid IL150 in advance:" True, it is 
accepted practice that the Hadassah 
hospital requires payment when a 
patient is accepted — even through 
the Emergency Room — in order to ; 
defray at least part of the high costs 
of medical treatment. However, 
treatment comes before any con- 
sideration of payment and when: a 
patient is not in a position to make 
Immediate payment, be is treated - 
and later billed. 

The staff in the Emergency Ward . 
have standing instructions to render 
immediate treatment to victims of - 
terrorist -attacks, fires, road ac- 
cidents, etc. In this particular case, 
the injuries, albeit caused in a 
shooting mishap, were not grave and . ’ 
the four women were released within 
an hour or two. 

I would just add that payment is 
generally reimbursed by the. 
patient’s sick fund (in the case of an 
Israeli) or medical plan (in the case 
of an overse as vi sitor).
